— Andrew Ham ­ 
ilton, tlie legislative agent for the New 
York I^’fe Insu rance company, who 
has been entru sted with hu ndreds of 
thou sands of dollars by the company 
and has not accou nted for $23?» ,000, 
lias been heard from by the legisla­ 
tive insu rance investigation commit­ 
tee. bu t has declined to make an ac­ 
cou nting. 
A statem ent by Hamilton 
was read for the record. 
It was pre­ 
sented by Seenetary Jolm C. McCall,

of the New York Life, who went to 
Paris to secu re an accou nting 
from 
Hamilton. 
In his statement, which 
gives the expenditu re of fu nds entru st- 
tsl to Hamilton by the companies, Ham ­ 
ilton says that lie is u nable to produ ce 
any books or accou nts becau se lie u n­ 
dertook the legislative m atters for the 
life insu rance companies with the ex­ 
press u nderstanding that he was to 
make no accou nting. 
A bso lute secrecy N ecessary . 
Absolu te secrecy was necessary in 
retaining assistants, therefore no checks 
were u sed in making payments. Ham ­ 
ilton went into an exhau stive explana­ 
tion of 1 lie reasons for organizing this 
confidential service, as be character­ 
ized it. covering liis methods of work, 
and citing a nu mber of legislative bills 
in which lie had been interested. 
A 
list of expenses from 189 9 to 1004 was 
a Pi » ended to the statement. 
The su m 
of $235.000 u naccou nted for, he says, 
wou ld l>e greatly redu ced by his ru n­ 
ning accou nt still u nsettled and open, 
and as a m atter of good faith pending 
a settlement be offers to deposit $100,- 
000 with the company. 
C o uld P ro duce No C heck B o o ks. 
Secretary McCall was qu estioned by 
Hu ghes as to what fu rther light 
he 
cou ld throw on the statem ent of Ham­ 
ilton, bu t lie saiii he cou ld give no 
information. He did not qu estion Ham­ 
ilton’s figu res nor the large amou nts 
for traveling expenses. He asked Ham­ 
ilton for a fu ll statement, and relied 
on ids honesty to explain everything. 
He did insist that Hamilton produ ce 
ch eck s and check books, bu t Hamilton 
said he had none. 


So m e L aw s W hich 
th e C o m panies 
L o o ked Upo n « » 'H o stile. 
Hamilton gives a long su mmary of 
the variou s styles of bills hostile to 
insu rance companies, many of them 
taxation measu res. 
“Bills to compel 
the companies’ reports to be repeated­ 
ly and 
u nnecessarily 
pu blished In 
newspapers are advocated,” says Ham ­ 
ilton, “to gain favor with the press 
for increasing their revenu es. Ou trage­ 
ou s propositions, su ch as the 10 per 
cent, tax proposed in Arkansas, or ab­ 
su rd propositions like the Michigan 
bill, where a doctor’s certificate of ill- 
health wou ld excu se the payment of 
the insu rance premiu m au d keep a pol­ 
icy in force; or the Virginia bill, m ak­ 
ing it actionable for a life insu rance 
agent to enter the office of a man 
where the sign ‘No Agents Allowed* 
is displayed, find legislative favor. 
“However ridicu lou s these bills may 
seem they demand attention. 
In Indi­ 
ana the attem pt was made to pass a 
law placing the su rrender valu e of a 
life insu rance policy u pon the list of 
personal property which was taxable 
to the owner. 
Companies which of­ 
fered no su ch advantages to policy­ 
holders su pported it as an attack u pon 
their rivals who offered this advan­ 
tage. The measu re, however, was de­ 
feated. 
Immediately the state asses­ 
sors proceeded to tax policyholders, 
proclaiming that the existing law was 
broad enou gh iu its terms to cover 
this. 
“ If this was tru e of Indiana, it was 
probably tru e of many other states in 
the Union. 
The New York Life In­ 
su rance company, throu gh my depart­ 
ment, retained eminent and influ ential 
cou nsel au d su cceeded by a divided 
cou rt in defeating the project. 
Fol­ 
lowing ou t this idea, developed iu In­ 
diana, several states — notably Ar­ 
kansas—introdu ced similar measu res, 
all of which were defeated.”

nnd cranks, and u nfortu nately mem­ 
bers of the legislative body are fre­ 
qu ently deaf to reasoning where a non­ 
voting or corporate interest

stake. 
“Many movements that wou ld other­ 
wise be u nknown u ntil they became 
pu blic property, are learned of 
and 
su ppressed in advance, and .they 
are 
thu s more discreetly provided against 
Prevention is again proved hereinto be 
better than cu re. 
W here it becomes 
necessary we have often occasion 
to 
employ the colu mns of the pu blic pres» 
for a discreet advocacy of ou r views; 
tiffs method has been fou nd to 
be 
very efficaciou s, bu t it has also been 
fou nd to be very expensive. 
“I have fou nd in my work that in 
i every legislative body in the

He conclu de« with the dec­ 
laration that the president of the New 
York Life gave him explicit instru c­ 
tions tlmt nothing illegitimate was to

and co ngested co nditio n favo rable fo r 
Infectio n 
and 
sensitive 
atmo spheric 
changes. 
“ The cleaning o f the scalp sho uld be 
very carefully and tenderly perfo rmed» 
using warm water with a mild so ap, 
rubbing In gently and with the ends o f 
the fingers, then rinsing with tepid wa­ 
ter and dry ing by gently pressing the 
hair and scalp with a very dry to wel, 
co ntinuing until tho ro ughly dry , o r. bet­ 
ter still, dry it by fanning. 
If any ap 
plicatio n Is necessary to bring hair thus 
dried into shape, dampen with a bl 
chlo ride o f mercury so lutio n o f o ne 
two -tho usandths. 
“ Ordinarily this tho ro ugh cleaning 
need no t be do ne o fteuer than o ilce a 
week, and in the Interim the hair needs 
o nly to be brushed with a so ft brush 
witho ut ullo wing the brush to scratch 
the scalp. 
“ The stiff brush, and especially that 
mo st injurio us o f all brushes, the mili 
tary brush, which Is frequently used 
fo r mo nths several times daily until it 
.beco mes filled with dirt, can o nly b® 
o f great injury to the scalp because o f 
the vigo ro us scratching as well as 
breaking the hair.” 


ANGRY AT T H E MOON. 


A Christmas which is deeply im­ 
pressed upo n my reco llectio n is in the 
winter o f 18 63, when the fo rtunes o f 
the war Beemed weighed 
in even 
scales. 
The unio n fo rces had suffered 
terrible reverses and the wo rk o f re­ 
o rganizatio n was begun. 
It was the 
time o f the beginning o f Grant’s rapid 
fo r g in g to the fro nt. 
Ho pe centered 
in him, but no bo dy felt sure o f any ­ 
thing. 
It was at this time th a t co ngress 
to o k a hand by its co mmittee o n the 
co nduct o f the war. 
There was a gen­ 
eral clam o r fo r the remo val o f Gen. 
Burnside, and just abo ut Christmas 
time he was called befo re the co m­ 
mittee. 
I happened to be present a t a m eet­ 
ing between Gen. Burnside and Rep­ 
resentative Ben Wade who was chair­ 
man. 
Gen. Burnside to ld Mr. Wade 
tha t there was little need fo r a lo ng 
inquiry into his case. 
Referring to 
the o peratio ns which had culminated 
at Fredericksburg he said. 
“ It is a sho rt sto ry . 
I failed. 
As 
to the future, It is equally sho rt. 
To 
succeed in my po sitio n a man must 
have the co nfidence o f the co untry , 
the co nfidence o f his army , and the 
co nfidence o f himBelf. 
I have no ne o i 
these, and co nsider tha t 1 am unfit to 
co ntinue in co mmand.” 
It was the frankest and mo st mag­ 
nanimo us avo wal by a defeated man 
tba t I ever heard. 
I co uld no t help 
recalling it a Dumber o f y ears later 
when Gen. Grant related at- dinner a 
perso nal ex perience o f his o wn to uch­ 
ing the questio n o f co nfidence in o ne­ 
self. 
It seems tha t Grant, like o thers at 
the o pening o f the war, had written to 
the war department o ffering his ser­ 
vices and asking so me small co mmis­ 
sio n. 
It will be remember tha t his 
life up to tha t tim e had been distinct-

He had been no mo re than a 
seco nd Lieutenant. He wo uld have 
been willing to assume the respo nsi 
bilities o f a captaincy , but a co lo nel 
was to o much. 
All night he and J o e Rey no lds sat 
up discussing what sho uld be do ne. 
He had abo ut made up his mind to 
send a telegram declining, when tbe 
co nference was jo ined by William F. 
Rey no lds. The la tter was an cider 
man and the principal man o f the 
to wn, was a stro ng, virle character. 
He was president o f the railway sy s­ 
tem tba t went thro ugh the place. 


“ Yo ung man,” said he, 
lo o king 
Grant o ver, “ y o u have been trained at 
the go vernment scho o l at the ex pense

A m« *ssflge from Moscow says that

three “arm ies.” the first, consisting of 
800 men arm ed with rifles and pik es, 
is operating between Moscow and Pe- 
rov o, using the railroad, which it «*

trols. 
A rtillery and cav alry are being 
! em ployed against this force. 
T he second "arm y” is arined especial­ 
ly w ith bombs and rev olv ers, and is 
composed of 1,000 persons, in whose 
rank s are many wom en who display 
not only brav ery, but ferocity.

force is operating in the region be­ 
tw een the Kadov ia distrhd and 
the 
Jew ish m ark et. It has m any barricades 
to prev ent tb« > passage of troops, and 
is operating in sm all groups and a t­ 
tack ing patrols.

rev olutionists disappear into alleys and 
houses; artillery, cav alry and infantry 
are used against this body. 
The third and largest arm y is operat­ 
ing in the region betw een The Brest 
railroad station and the trium phal gate, 
it also lias many barricades, ami is 
engaged in guerrilla tactics, m ak ing it 
ffitth-ult for the troops to enclose it.
